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f, In the Editors* opinion, there were two obvious candidates for the 
category n Best old master painting acquired by an American public 
collection . » One, the Metropolitan Museum* s Georges de La Tour Fortune 
Teller (A.N., Summer), a unique work by a master who is sparsely 
represented in this country — and for that matter in any country 
outside France. Then, in a special horsconcours way, being part of a 
large ( Kress Foundation) gift, there is the Peruzzi Altarpiece, its 
center panel, Christ Blessing , from the late period of Giotto, the side 
panels perhaps by Maso di Banco or another assistant close to the master, 
now in the North Carolina state Museum, Raleigh. Runner-up is the 
Cleveland Museum* s large Eurbaran (see p. 41). 

n Best old sculpture acquired bv an American public collection ”: the 
Cleveland Museum* s stone many-headed Kuan-Yin (see p. 41), a monumental 
T*ang image, perhaps even more monumental for being fragmentary. 

Pickings seemed slim in this field; the absence of dealers like Brummer 
and Kelekian is being felt; also there is a minor invasion of private 
collectors among these specialties that used to be the preserve of 
only the most erudite specialists.” 
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Under the category of Best old master exhibition of the year 
praise was given to the exhibition of Rajput Painting at Asia House 
in New York. The show was selected from important collections by 
Dr. Sherman E. Lee, Director, The Cleveland Museum of Art. Dr. Lee 
also wrote the introduction and notes for the catalogue.
